THREE PASS TEST 
FOR THAW JURY. 


Box Is Filled in Afternoon, 
but Challenges and Ex- 
cuses by Consent 
Weed Out Nine. 


COURT SPEEDS UP WORK. 


Justice Dowling Adheres to the 
Rule Under Which Talesmen 
Are Quickly Taken 
or Rejected. 


New York, Jan. 7.—[Special.]—The second 
day of the second trial of Harry K. Thaw 
for the slaying of Stanford White ended at 
11 o’elock tonight with three jurors sworn 
and accepted as permanent jurors, and four 
jurors who still are subject to peremptory 
challenge by either side. 

After the box had been filled with pro- 
visional jurors nine of them were dropped, 
one by consent and nine by peremptory 
challenge. The other three then were sworn 
and will hear the testimony in the case 
unless something extraordinary ane to 
disqualify them. 

Ine men sworn in to-Hbear the evidence are: 

No. CHARLES E. GROMMELS, ship brok- 
er; foreman. 

No, 2~ARTHUR R. MAETHING, baker.

Justice Criticises Method.

Justice Dowling then announced that when 
all the talesmen on this panel have been ex- 
hausted he might go back to the method 
uspally used in this county of having the 
peremptory challenge used before a juror 
went into the box, if it is to be at all, 


Two “Groupe” of Jurors. 

When the court officers were leaving for 
the night with the seven jurors, three sworn 
and four who have not been sworn, Mr. Lit- 
tleton called the attention of Mr. Jerome to 

an interesting situation, which Mr. Jerome 
communicated to Justice Dowling. 

It was this: Would it be right for the three 
jurors who have been sworn to communicate 
with the four jurors who have not been 
sworn? 

Justice Déwling said it would be well to 
avoid any possibility of a technical dispute, 


so he instructed the court officials to keep the 


three jurors Who have been sworn separate 
from the four who have not. 

The third panel of 100 talesman will be in 
court at 10:30 o'clock tomorrow morning. 
Jistice Dowling may get around to the prop- 
osition of having the jurors separated in two 
groups by having peremptory chalienge used 
on this panel. 


Rush Work on Jury. 

As on the first day, every effort seemed to 
be made by Justice Dowling and the lawyers 
to prevent unnecessary delay in getting a 
jury. Once Mr. Jerome kept pounding at a 
talesman, and, not getting anything satisfac- 
tory from him, Justice Dowling broke up ex- 
amination. In all ninety-five proposed jurors 
were questioned today against fifty-seven 
yesterday. 

Mr. Littleton was curbed once or twice, and 
in cases where it appeared difficult for the 
talesman to express what he meant Justice 
Dowling helped him out with a few pertinent 
questions. 

Many men appeared on the special panel 
who had no right to be there, and Justice 
Dowling was not much pleased at the situa- 
tion. Talesmen on special panels are ex- 
empt from jury duty in small cases. but they 
are supposed to be free from conscientious 
scruples about the death penalty in capital 
cases and also to have minds strong enough 
not to form opinions on newspaper accounts 
of murders. 

Yet man after man appeared who said he 
had. an opinion whieh he couldn’t shake if he 
went into the jury box. About nine men in 
succession made this statement, 


Thaw’s Wife Late in Court. 

When Thaw was brought into court the. 
only member of his family present was his 
half-brother, Josiah.

Paid 825,000 for $8,750 Tract 
and Never Used the Land. 


NOW IS FOR SALE AT A LOSS. 


Realty in Robey Street Bought for 
Crippled Children. 


This is the story of a deal in real estate. 
It concerns a body known to fame as the 
Dunne school board and relates, briefly, how 
that body in 1000 bought an $8,750 tract of 
land for $25,000--and then didn’t use the 
land. 

For the benefit of doubters. it may be 
added that the tale came to light yesterday 
through its official corroboration by a com- 
mittee of the Chicago real estate board. 
President Otto C. Schneider of the present 
board of education was skeptical when the 
facts were presented to him two weeks ago, 
and asked the real estate board to appraise 
tre land, 


Site for Cripples’ School. 

Late in 1905 it became evident that a site 
must be purchased for anew school for crip- 
pled children, to replace the quarters then 
located in the Tilden school, at Lake and 
Elizabeth streets. A tract of lend having 
& 200 foot frontage on Robey street, sotith of 
West Polk, was found to be available, and in 
January, 1906, was purchased — for $25,000. 

The purchase was recommended. by a com- 
mittee consisting of Trustees Emil W. Rit- 
ter, C. A. Weil, and George Duddleston. 

Later another tract, on Park avenue, near 
Paulina street, appeared to the board more 
desirable. Just why this site was pre- 
ferred is not clear to President Schneidet, 
but it was. and the board, in April, expended 
533.780 for the land, erecting upon it the 
new Jesse Spalding school for crippled chil- 
dren. The Robey street tract, it was argued, 
wouid be right there when it was wanted. 


Land Is Still There. 

It is there now, The site committee of the 
present school board found it there in its. in- 
vestigation of school properties and decided, 
inasmuch as the land appeared to be of no 
use to the board except as a possible truck 
garden, to sell it.

Land Worth $30 a Foot. 

“I find that one of these gentlemen (own- 
ers of neighboring property) had fifty feet 
of vacant land right across Robey street 
listed for sale in his office a short time ago at 
$1,500, or $30 a foot, for which the owner 
intimated he would accept an offer of 31. 350, 
or $27 a foot,” gays Mr. Mills. 

“The close proximtty of baseball parks, 
hospitais, and medical colleges was consid- 
éred as depreciating values. My own firm 
owns 200 feet of frontage within a few biocks 
where fats and houses will rent ag well as 
they would on Robey street, thet we pur- 
chased within a year for $800 a lot.“

I John Mul- 
holland's spectacular career as a loan 
broker,“ which began in- a Kansas City sa- 
loon eighteen years ago and extended all 
over the country, has been brought to a 
prosaic close in the bankruptcy court here. 

Debts aggregating $1;804,000, claimed dy 
more than 1,000 creditors scattered through- 
out the country, resulted last November in 
the filing of &n Involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy against him.

Today his statement was deposited with 
Referee in Bankruptcy Grant It shows 
assets of the alleged value of $3,019,569, but 
their value is said to be less than 10 per cent 
of that sum. |

Career Begins in Saloon. 

Mulholland began his career in Kansas 
City in 1889. He opened a saloon at Missouri 
avenue and Main street, called The Little 
Church Around the Corner.” A year later he 
engaged in the loan business, buying em- 
ployés’ time extensively; In 1998 he organ- 
ized the John Mulholland Banking company, 
which company dissolved after a year. 

Soon after he originated and put into 
bperation a scheme for floating John 
Mulholland bonds.“ He induced the Fidel- 
ity and Deposit company of Maryland to 
act for him in disposing of these bonds in 
several cities. Each bond borea certificate 
that securities in excess of its face value 
were on deposit. 

The loans became so heavy that about 1898 
Mulholland was compelled to sell $20,000 
worth of bonds each month to keep his busi- 
ness going. He continued, however, to pay 
his interest regularly, and in this way re- 
tained the confidence of his customers. 


$5,000,000 Concern Collapses. 

In 1902 he was maintaining seventy-five 
offices throughout the country. He then or- 
ganized the International Finance and De- 
velopment company, 4 Délaware corpora- 
tion, with $5,000,000 capital stock, its stated 
object being to promote business and com- 
mercial enterprises. 

A receiver was appointed for the com- 
pany in the following year, at Which time it 
was declared that the company was con- 
trolled and promoted by Mulholland, that 

much of its assets consisted of claims against 
persons to whom it had advanced money. 

At that time ft was charged that Mulhol- 
land owed $1,400,000 and that there was no 
HkeHhood of his meeting the obligations.

DANGER POINT OF SMALLPOX 
NOT ONLY IN SLUM DISTRICTS. 


Dr. W. A. Evans Gays Better Neigh- 
borhoods Offer Greatest Obstacles to 
Fight Against Infection’s Spread. 


Heath Commissioner W. A. Evans has 
his weather eye out for contagious diseases 
in the better sections of Chicago. Not 
the slums, he declares, nor the congested 
wards, but the people who feel themselves 
superior form the danger point for the 
spread of smallpox or similar infections. 

In addressing the Social Economics club 
in the afternoon Dr. Evane directed his re- 
marks without reserve at the inhabitants of 
the residence districts, referring specifically 
to the University of Chicago as a community 
which presents serious difficulties. 

To or three times during the last year,“ 
said the speaker, cases of smallpox have 
slept in lodging houses, and in no single case 
has the infection spread to others. The peo- 
ple there were thoroughly vaccinated. 

** This condition of affairs, I am sorry to 
say, is fot paralleled in the better’ sec- 
tions of the city. When a young man came 
from Devil's Lake, S. D., a month or two 
ago and spent ten or eleven days on the Uni- 
versity of Chicago campus we hed ten 
cases out there on our hands.“ 

I believe I can say to you with certainty,” 
said Dr. Evans in concluding his address, 
“that there will be no epidemic of scarlet 
fever or diphtheria in Chicago this year. 
The rumors are started by people who simply 
like to talk.“

The first day of the joint conference of 
committees of the Illinois Ceal Operators’ 
association and the Coal Miners’ union of 
the middle competitive district, which in- 
cludes Illinois, Indiana, Ohſo, and Michigan, 
resulted in much skirmishing.

BY BANKER’S AID. 


Fred M. Blount Startles De- 
fense by Shifting Burden 
for Bond Deals to Chief. 


GOVERNMENT WINS ROUND 


Scores in the Cross-Examination 
of Star Witnéss; Case May 
End This Week. 


-The defense in the John R. Walsh trial fired 
its higgest gun in Judge Anderson's court 
yesterday, and practically retired from the 
battlefield with the testimony of Fred M. 
Blount, former vice president of the Chicago | 
National bank. 

The question of Walsh's fate probably will 
be in the hands of the jury before the end of 
the week. The defense expects to rest its 
case formally tonight or tomorrow morning: | 
The government rebuttal will be short. Ar- 
guments of counsel are expected to consume 
two days. It was decided last night that 
Walsh will not take the stand in his own de- 
fense, unless new circumstances demand it. 

Mr. Blount's testimony was of questionable 
value to the defense.

Most of the burden for the 
transaction which brought the bank to ruin 
was shifted to Walsh's shoulders. When 
pertinent questions were asked, Mr. Blount 
developed a surprising lack of memory.

Commercial avenue, South Chicago, after 
he had refused to leave the place when or- 
dered away by a policeman. The boy failed 
to answer the judge’s questions and on the 
policeman’s testimony he was fined. -- 


Court’s Methods Anger Moynihan.

| morning and he became indignant.

After I 
had prepared the document under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Corcoran, I was called before 
Achbishop Ryan here and asked to read it 
to him. He declared that it contafned 
features that would cause one of the great-

Says Memorial Was Suppressed. 
I sent the memorial to Dr. Corcoran, re- 


gardiess of Archbishop Ryan's opposition to

Wants Employers to Bear Part 


of Financial Burden Caused 
eS by Accidents.

g ‘President Roosevelt has decided to send a 


Special message to congress urgently re- 
questing the enactment of another and more 
comprehensive employers’ liability bill to 
take the place of the law declared unconsti- 
tutional by the United States Supreme court. 

The president is emphatically in earnest in 
this matter. It was by his direction that the 
department of justice fought so vigorously 
the contention that the law was constitu- 
tional. In his annual message of last year 
the president declared the law as erxcel- 
lent and as a marked step in advance to 
get recognition of employers’ liability on 
the statute’ books.” But he did not consider 
that the law went far enough. 

In spite of all precautions exercised by em- 
ployers there are unavoidable accidents and 
en deaths involved in every line of busi- 
Ress connected with the mechant arts. This 
Inevitable sacrifice of life may be reduced, 
dut it cannot be completely eliminated. In 
the judgment of the president it is a great 
social injustice to compel the employé, or 
rather the family of the killed or disabled 
victim, to bear the entire burden of such an 
inevitable sacrifice. In other words, the 

othe th declared society shirks its duty by 

ying the whole cost on the victim, whereas 
‘the injury comes from what may be called 
the legitimate risks of the trade. 


Puts Responsibility on Congress. 

It is the intention of the president to repeat | 
these views and to do so with such urgency 
that congress cannot escape the responsi- 
bility of action. In his opinion compensa- 
tion for accidents or deaths due in any li 
of industry to the actual congitions unde 
which that industry is cafried on should be 
paid by that portion of the community for 
. the benefit of which thezindu is carried 
-on—that is, by those who profft dy the in- 
“dustry. If the entire trade risk is placed 
upon the employer he will promptly and 
properly add it to the legitimate cost of pro- 


-+@uction and assess it proportionately upon 


the consumers of his commodity. 
Therefore, the president holds thht the new 
legislation’ should be more comprehensive 


even than that declared unconstitutional, and 


Places the entire risk of a trade upon the 
employer. 

The state laws dealing with the question 
of employers’ ‘liability are not sufficiently 
thoroughgoing, in the judgment of the presi- 
Gent. If the president can have his way the 


new legislation will contain. a provision 


awarding limited but definite compensation 
for accidents to all workmen within the scope 
of the federal power, including employés in 
navy yards and arsenals. If this should be 


done he believes the old and inadequate rem- 


edy of suit for negligence would then gradu- 
ally disappear. 


: He is confident this policy, with its in- 
creased responsibility to the employer, would 
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cause the latter to observe greater care, and 
accidents consequently would be reduced in 
number. The president appreciates there 
would be a temporary burden placed upon 
industries, but he does not believe they would 
be hampered. 

Roads Want All the Best of It. 

In a speech the president delivered at 
Jamestown last June he took occasion “to 
‘point out the extreme unwisdom of the rail- 
road compani& fighting the unconstitution- 
ality of the employers’ lability law.“ He 
used the following language, which is inter- 
esting beca it represents his views at the 
present time as fully as it did when ex- 
pressed: 

No law is more emphatically needed, and 
it must be kept on the statute books in dras- 
tie and thoroughgoing form. The railroads 
are prompt to demand the interference and 
to claim the protection of the federal courts 
in times of riot and disorder, and in turn the 
federal government should see to it that they 
are not permitted successfully to plead that 
they are under the federal law when their 
own rights can be protected, but outside of it 
when it is invoked against them in behalf of 


the rights of others. If it is proper for the: 


federal courts to issue injunctions in behalf 
of railroads it is proper that railroads should 
be held to a strict lability for accidents oc- 
curring to their employés. There should be 
the plainest and most unequivocable addi- 
tional statement, by enactment of congress, 
to the effect that railroad employés are en- 
titled to receive damages for any accident 
that comes to them as an incident of the per- 
formance of their dutiés, and the law should 
be such that it will be impossible for the rall- 
roads successfully to fight it without there- 
by forfeiting all right to the protection of 
the federal government under any circum- 
stances. In the same way there should be 
rigid federal legislation to minimize all rail- 
way accidents.” 


New Bill by Senator Knox. 

Senator Knox of Pennsylvania introduced 
in the senate today a bill to overcome the 
objections of the Supreme court to the em- 
ployers’ liability law. The purpose of the 
senator is to provide a law which will stand 
all tests as to its constitutionality. It does 
not go as far as the president wishes, because 


the senator fears conflict with the contitu- 


tion. It is in the interest of all common car- 
riers, and is meant to carry out the intent of 
congress when it passed the act which the 
Supreme court declared @nconstitutional. 
The senator has great sympathy with -rail- 
road employés, and proposes to insist that 
they shall have constitutional protection. 

I have drawn a bill with a view to meet- 
ing the objections of the Supreme court to the 
present law.“ said Senator Knox. Congress 
will be obliged to take up this question, for 
the men employed by the railro seg and other 
common carriers are entitled a more hu- 
mane law than any now in effect. The bill 
which I have drawn will, it is believed, prove 
effective, but I am not irrevocably committed 
to it. I feel sure, however, that from this 
and other measures that will be introduced 
the judiciary committee will be able to re- 
port a bill that will be entirely satisfactory.”’ 

E. A. Moseley, secretary of the interstate 
commerce commission, who was largely in- 
strumental in securing the passage of the 
law, made a statement this afternoon ap- 
proving thoroughly the Knox bill. 


WILL FIGHT CIGAR’ TRUST. 


Concern Organized at Peoria Includes 
138 Manufacturers—Will Open 
Stores in Larger Cities. 


Peoria, III., Jan. 7.—[{Special.]—The Home 
Cigar company was organized in Peoria to- 
day, with 138 independent manufacturers of 
the states of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Missouri. 
and Iowa subscribing to the $1,000,000 capital 
stock of the new organization. The avowed 
purpose is to fight the cigar trust, and the 
plan includes the opening of independent 
stores in the larger cities of the middle west 
within thirty days. The headquarters are in 
Peoria, but will be moved to St. Louis within 
a year.

Homeless. Nen Help to Get 
‘The ‘Tribune's’ Emergency 
Lodgthg House Ready.

Stirred by the same 1 impulses 
which causc others to give generously to 
Tun TRIBUNE relief fund to furnish emer- 
gency lodging and food to the unemployed, a 
dozen or so inmates ef the Municipal lodg- 
ing house made their contribution yester- 
day. j 

Their lappr was all they had to give, but 
they donated it gladly, and were just as 
much interested in the effort to relieve the 
distress of their brethern as any of the sub- 
scribers to the fund. 

The financial contributions at the close of 
the day reached a total of $1,429.10. 

The jobless men who toiled all day in the 
building at 61 Canal street, cleaning it and 
preparing it for the occupation of the needy, 
were able tg appreciate the conditions of 
their fellow unemployed. 

“I walked to Sixty-second street and 
Wentworth avenue,“ said one of the men who 
was operating a mop, to get a job in a coal 
yard, but got turned down.” 

“TIT can beat that.“ safd a man who had 
just brought up a pail of water. “I walked | 
to Chicago Lawn to get a job of washing 
windows, and made just 20 cents.’ 

Several of them had similar experiences. 
They said there was no use of locking for 
work in the heart of the city. 


Happy to Be at Work. 

The men swept the floors, scrubbed them, 
carried in coal, helped with stoves, cleaned 
the dust from the walls with long handled 
brushes, and ran errands. They seemed 
happy to be at work. 

These men volunteered in the morning 
when Alexander Cleland went over to the 
Municipal lodging house to ask Supt. Mul- 
lenhach if he could loan him a few lodgers 
for temporary work in the building fm Canal 
street, 

Mr. Cleland will be in charge of Tun 
TRIBUNE emergency lodging house. He 
formerly was employment secretary at the 
Young Men's Christian association, has heen 
assisting Malcolm McDowell in his distribu- 
tion of coffee and rolls in West Madison 
street, and is experienced in that kind of 
work. It was decided to engage him at a 
meeting of the executive committee at the 
Midday club in the afternoon. This meeting 
was attended by E. P. Bicknell, Father E. A. 
Kelly, Dean W. T. Sumner. Malcolm McDow- 
ell, Jacob J. Kern, and Medill McCormick. 
The committee approved all the arrange- 
mente that had been made so far for furnish- 
ing emergency lodgings to the worthy unem- 
ployed single men of Chicago who are with- 
out funds. *

Trustees for Four Houses. 

Developments today indicate that the plan 
for trusteeing the assets of the four big dia- 
mond houses that were previously embar- 
rassed will be successfully carried through. 
Practically all the creditors of Gattle, Et- 
tinger & Hammel, and of E. M. Gattle & Co. 
have consented to the plan, and it is nearly 
certain that arrangements will be made with 
all the creditors of the two companies of 
Joseph Frankel’s Sons. 

‘Phe four houses attributed their embar- 
rassment chiefly to the falling off of the dia- 
mond trade since the October panic. It is 
estimated by a lawyer for.one of the houses 
that the Christmas sales were almost 50 
per cent legs than they were in 1906..

Rich People Poor Customers..

His experience, as 
well as that of other jewelers, was that rich 
people, usuaily their best customers, were 
their worst this year. Jewelers most af- 
fected by the financial troubles are those 
who carry expensive gems and special pieces. 
The least affected are jewelers: who sell 
standard, inexpensive lines, Christmas 
sales of small pieces, ranging from $25 to $75,

Importations Show Poor “rade. 
The figures on the importations of jewels 
for December indicate the condition of the 
trade.

For the year 1906 the imports were $43,573,-

or by two or more well known persons. It 
is something like the discount of a note in 
this country, but it is based m upon the 
honesty of the individual than pees any 
tangible assets he may have. 

The peculiarity of the cash credit system 


is that the person to whom it is extended is „ 


net supposed to draw out his money all at 
once. In effect, he is permitted to overdraw 
his account to a certain amount, the under- 
standing being that when he has any funds 
he will deposit them. They are credited up 
to his cash credit, or overdraft, and he is 
charged interest only on the average amount 
due the bank, instead of upon the total. 


System Peculiar to Scotland. 


This is pécullarly Scotch, but it is a re- 
markably equitable proceeding. Many a 
man goes to.a bank, makes his note, secures 
two indorsers, and then in this country tha 
entire amount of the note is put to his credit. 
The chances are that he draws against this 
balance from time to yo and his individual 
account may be increaséd in the meanwhile 
by many deposits. He is charged, however, 
with interest for the entire amount of the 
note, and he is not expected to pay the note 
until maturity. Under the Scotch system, a 
young man in business who is vouched for 
by two other customers of the bank is given 
a credit account for any sum from $500 up- 
wards to perhaps ten times that amount. 


The business man knows that in emergency | 


he can check against that account, but he 
caves not check until he actually needs the 
money for some business transaction, be- 
cause he knows he is chargéd on thé exact 
umount he has out, and not at all on the total 
ot his credit. Furthermore, his daily de- 
posits keep down thé amount he owes the 
bank. ~ 

The result is said to be that thousands upon 
thousands of young business men owe their 
entire success to this system of cash cred 
its, and the banks are none the worse for 
it. In most cases the holder of the credit 
draws his money in the form of bank notes. 
Tie pays these notes to his next door neigh- 
bor on a cash transaction and they often are 
back in the bank on deposit before sunset. 


Losses Are Practically Nothing. 
Scotch people may be more honest than 
others and yet it is the general opinion of 
bankers that they do not lose a great deal of 
money through the transaction of regular 
customers in legitimate business. However 
that may be, it is interesting to learn that

United States District Attorney Edwin W. 
Sims applied to the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday for an order increasing 
the bond of the Standard Oll company from 
$6,000,000 to $29,240,000. Judge Grosscup 
fixed the original bond at $6,000,000 because 
the attorneys for the Standard Oil company 
claimed the company was not worth more 
than $4,000,000. | 

Prosecutor Sims’ motion is based upon the 
testimony which came out in the New York 
case to dissolve the Standard Oil company 
under the Sherman anti-trust act, in which 
it was shown that the profits of the company 
for the three years during which the govern- 
ment case runs was néarly the amount of the 
famous ‘$29,240,000 fine imposed by Judge 
Landis.

York the value of the property and the profits 
of the Standard Ol company of Indiana for 
the eight years preceding 1907 were as fol- 
lows:

Cents on every prepaid message delivered at 
residences and other piaces in the outlying 
Giagtricts of Chicago. 

Numerous protests aguinst this form of 
“petty extortion” have been pouring into 
the office of the telegraph company ever since 
the rule was put into effect nearly six months 
ago. Up to the present time officials,of the 
company have contented themselves with 
explaining to the complaining addressees 
that messages are delivered free only within 
@ radius of one mile from a telegraph de- 
livery "’ office. 

This arrangement, which is provided for 
by law, worked well enough at the time the 
company operated branch offices all over the 
city. As a result of the telegraphers’ strike, 
however, the branch offices were wiped out 
and during more than two months all mes- 
sages were delivered from the main office, 
With the closing of the branch offices came 
the order to collect 10 cents on each message 
@elivered outside of the free district“ 
areas. 


Thousands of Messages Taxed. 

Of the seventy-five branch offices discontin- 
wed during the strike not more than 10 per 
cent have been reopened. This leaves the com- 
pany in a position to charge the additional 
tes of 10 cents on thousands of messages 
which, under normal conditions, would be. 
gent to the branch offices and delivered from 
the office nearest the address given in the 


messages When that was done less than 1 


per cent of the messages were delivered to 
addresses outside of the one mile lirhit. 

Gus Hochstadter, 4528 Eilts avenue, is one 
of those who filed a complaint against the 
practice. He received a telegram on Dec. 28 
for which he was compeiled to pay the extra 
10 cents. 

The message was received at the branch 
office at the Hyde Park station of the Illinbis 
Central railroad and & messenger boy car- 
ried it from there to the residence. Mr. 
Hochstadter in his complaint called attention 
to the fact that the envelope in which he re- 


ceived the message bore the injunction, “ Pay | 


no charges on this message.” 

Across the top of the envelope, however, 
the following had been stamped on with a 
rubber stamp: Messenger will collect 10 
cents car fare.“ . 

It is not the payment of the small amount 
of 10 cents that I complain about,” gaid Mr. 
WHochstadter. It's the principle of the 
thing. When the message is prepaid there 
should be no further charges of any kind. 
‘The sender of the message pays to have the 
message delivered at the address given. 

Whatever charges there are in connection 
with the sending of a telegram should be 
made known to the sender before he sends 
the message. When I send a prepaid tele- 
gram I don’t want the addressee to pay any 
kind of a charge. If the company has to 
have 10 cents more the charge should be 
made at the office where the message origi- 
Rates." 


As Seen by the Company. 

We have had a few complaints, but hot 
many, said Manager F. v. Moffitt of the 
Western Union company: he extra 
charge of 10 cents is for oar fare, and it is 
used for that purpose only. 

“Bome people don’t feel right unless 
they're complaining. The fact is this rule 
always has been in force. When the branch 
offices were closed we had to charge car fare 


um a greater number of instances, that's all. 


“We are trying to open our branch offices 
as fast as we can, and when all have been 
reopened there will be little complaint. The 

law says messages shall be delivered free 
within an area of one mile from the delivery 
office. We can’t compel the messenger boys 
to walk more than one mile, and so we collect 
car fare on messages delivered outside of the 


mile limit. In small towns the limit isa half 


mile.
